In a recent letter to the JOURNAL 
1 pointed out some of the objects of 
interest to those coming to Hartford 
next Summer to attend the con- 
ventions, laying great stress on the 
many interesting features which 
the Haitford School would present, 
because of her lieing the pioneer 
school for the deaf in America. In 
this letter I shall point out still 
other objects of interest, not in the 
city of Hartford, for Mr. Edward P. 
Clarke has aheady covered thai 
field in a most admirable and in 
tetesting manner. I shall confine 
myself stiictly within the precincts 
of ''Old Hartford." However, I 
notice that Mr, Clarke has omitted 
to state one important fact about 
Haitford, and that is she is a 
clean, city, having won the cup 
offered, two years ago, to cities in 
New Englatid, for the best catn 
paign against dirt and fire hazards 
On the 26th of September, 1850, 
thirty-three years after the Hait- 
ford School was opened for the re- 
ception of pupil?, an event of great 
interest took place It was the 
presentation of two elegant silver 
pitchers and salvers, one to 
Tliomas H. Gallaudet and the other 
to Laurent Clerc, by forxner pupils 
of the school Both were of the 
same size and pattern and cost six 
hundred dollars Mr Thomas 
Brown, of Henniker, N. H., start- 
ed the movement, and so eagt*rly 
was it seized and carried forward 
that, in a very short time, enough 
money was collected for the purpose, 
every cent coming from the pockets 
of former pupils of the school, show- 
ing the great l«ve, respect and 
gratitude, which they entertained 
for their benefactors. At that time 
Mr. Clerc was still in harness as a 
teacher, but Mr. Gallaudet had re- 
tired twenty years previously, but 
he still held a loving i-iterest in the 
school, being one of the Board 
Directors. The presentation 

speeches were made by Mr George 
H Loring, of Boston, one of Mr 
Gallaudet's early pupils. Both Mr 
Grtltaudet and Mr. Clerc replied 
with much'feeling The orator, on 
the occasion, was Mr Fisher Ames 
Spofford, of Bncksport, Me., wh(»se 
clear, expressive signs, addeed much 
inleiest to the occasion. It is pro 
posed to have both of these silver 
sets on exhibition at the school dur- 
ing the conventions next Summer, 
the same as they were at "he 
seventy-fifth anniversary Come 
and see them Note the beautiful 
engravings by wh'ch they are 
adorned, and read their tokens of 
love and reverence Inscribed on 
their sides These heirlooms alone 
are well worth coming to Hartford 
to see. 

Thomas H. Gallaudet retired 
from the Hartford School in 1830, 
after filling the office of principal 
for thirteen years He was never 
in robust health, and was, there- 
fore, in no condition to perform the 
arduous duties of the School, for in 
his time he was principal, teacher 
and steward. After retiring he de 
voted himself to the writing of 
books for juvenile readers. He 
was also the Chaplain of the Hart- 
ford Retreat for the Insane for a 
number of years He died Sep- 
tembei 10, 1851, at the age of sixty 
four, sixteen days less than a year 
after the receipt of the silver pieces 
iibove mentioned. His irrave is in 
fhelfamilylot in Cedar Hill Cemete- 
ry, which can bere.iched by electric 
cars for a nickel. Not long after 
the death of this excellent man, the 
question beiran to be agitated 
among the deaf of the country, 
whether the duty and pleasure of 
erecting a suitable monument to his 
memory did not with peculiar pro 
priety rest upon them. The idea 
was no sooner suggested, than it 
was seized upon with the avidity of 
loving and grateful hearts. Those 
interested in the matter carefully 
arranged their plans. It was early 
decided that none but the deaf 
should have a hand in the matter. 
Other persons might honor Gallau- 
det in other ways, but this monu- 
ment to his memory should be theirs 
alone. Speaking and hearing 
persons vStootl ready to contrilnite 
towards the worthy object, but not 
a cent was allowed to come from 
the pockets of any other persons 
than the deaf. 
In order to oarry the project for- 



ward, some organization was neces- 
sary. Aecordiusrly the '* Gallaudet 
Monument Association" was formed 
with Mr. Laurent Clerc for its presi- 
dent. Agents were appointed in 
the Several States of the Union to 
so solicit the contributions of the 
deaf, and forward them to the 
Central Committee. The deaf as a 
class are not rich, so most of the 
contributions were in small sums, 
but none were rejected on that ac- 
count. Indeed it was one of the 
pleasant features of the whole 
transaction, that so large a number 
of the' deaf were allowed to have a 
personal share in it, and each could 
say, •'I helped to bring into being 
lliat beautiful work of art." 

The Gallaudet monument was de- 
signed by Mr. Albert Newsam, a 
former pupil of the Pennsylvania 
School for the Deaf, and one of the 
most skillful enirravers and litlio- 
graphers in the United States in his 
time. But the ciedit of the sculp- 
tured group on the south panel 
belongs to Mr, John Carlin, a for 
mer pupil of th#* New York School 
for the Deaf. This is one of the 
most attractive features of the 
raonnmeut, Mr. Gallaudet is re- 
presented in the act of teaching 
little children the manual alphabet 
Three children were represented, 
two boys and one girl, and the ex 
ecution of their faces and forms is 
very beautiful. The artist has sue 
ceeded remarkably well in transfer 
ring to stone the features of Gallau 
det and the expression of his conn 
tenance. Tlie execution of the 
work was committed to Mr. James 
G. Patterson, of Hartford, and the 
manner in which it was performed, 
reflects the highest credit upon him 
self, his wotkmen, and especially 
his sculptor, Mr. Argenti, Both in 
design and execution, this is un 
doubtedly a most beautiful monu 
ment, worthy of the noble name 
which it was raised to honor. Its 
whole cost was about two tho^isand 
and -five hundred dollars 

The dedication of the Gallaudet 
monument took place, Sept, 6th, 
1854. On this occasion Mr. John 
Carlin delivered a most beautiful 
and scholarly oration. Addresses 
were also made by Mr. Clerc and 
Deming, the mayor of Harlford 
This monument has stood iv the 
right front yard of the school three 
score and two years. The only 
fault with it is that, expecting the 
base, it is entirely marble, which, 
as every one knows, is very frauil*^ 
in this climate, and this accounts 
tor its present cracking and crnm 
bling condition. It is unfortunate 
that jrranite was not selected in its 
entirety, for the b'ise being of tlia» 
kind of stone, is still in good condi 
tion. In 1909 the New K'lgland 
Gallaudet Association made at 
tempts to rsise a fund for repair 
ioa the monuraf>Dt, but the under- 
faking proved to be too great foi 
the deaf of New England to carr\ 
forwanl, so a few years aeo th*- 
N. A. D. took hold of the matter 
,and in less than a year the hand 
some sum of 1^,233 was raised, 
which sura is now under the watch 
ful care of Messrs Thomas F. Fox, 
Jno. B. Hotchkiss nnd H. D. Drake 
It was orginally planned to have the 
monument repaired and put in 
shape for the Centennial Celebra 
tion of Hartford School next sum- 
mer, but the plan has been left in 
abeyance, owing to the uncertainty 
of the future location of the school. 
To the left of the Gallaudet 
Monument stands the Clerc Monu- 
ment. This is of more recent date. 
Mr. Clerc died July 18, 1869, at the 
ripe ate of eighty-four, and his 
monument was unveiled September, 
10, 1874, It oonsist^s of a life size 
branze bust, which is universally 
recognized as an excellent likeness 
It stands upon a pedestiil of grey 
Scotch granite, highly polished, 
and of handf*ome proportions and 
design. The work was entrusted 
to Mr. H. A. Batterson of Hartford, 
who deserves great credit for his 
goo«l taste and skill. Mr, Charles 
Conrado, who modeled the bust, is 
entitled to much praise for his 
share of the work. The memorial 
is much admiied and is » worthy 
and appropriate tribute to the dis- 
tinguished Clerc. The entire coM 
was about #f^.^>Or>, which sum, like 
that for the Gallaudet Monument, 
was wholly contributed by the deaf 
of the United States. These two 
monuments will attract the atten- 
tion of those coming to the Conven* 
tiou next sammer, espeoially thoee 



who never have had the good 
fortune lo view them. 

Some weeks ago Editor Hodgson 
suirgested that the De TEpeeStatuep 
when it becomes a thing of reality, 
he placed on the grounds of the 
Thompson Memorial in St. IPanl, 
Minn, I do not quite agree with 
this suggestion. It seems to me 
that it should rather keep company 
with the Gallaudet and Clerc monu- 
ments, as all three are linked to- 
gether in historical associations. 
Mr, Clerc was educated in France al 
the school founded by De TEpee, 
and it was here also that Gallaudet 
received his training for the execu- 
tion of his work in America. But 
I do not mean that all three should 
stand in front of the Hartford 
School, for there certainly is, or 
will l>e in the near future, a more 
appropriate location for them. 
This is a question I should like to 
see discussed at the N. A. D. Con- 
vention next Summer. 

For over a year past, Mr. Geo. F. 
Stone and Mi, Clarence E. Emery 
have been preparing a number of 
lantern slides of some of the early 
officers, teachers and pupils of the 
Hartford School, and they will be 
thrown on the screen in the school 
chapel some evenings during the 
conventions next Summer. The 
alumni of the old school should he 
present to see how many of these 
pictures they can recognize, and 
peihapsyour own picture will be 
among the numl>er. Come and see 
how you looked^ when you were a 
pupil at the School, and how, if yon 
were a boy, \ou cast lon^iuu eyes 
across seats at the girls, who in turn 
tried to look their best to attract 
your attention. Don't miss seeing 
these novel pictures. Others than 
former pupils of the Hartford 
School will also be interested in 
them. 

During the N. A. D. Convention 
next Summer, it is proposed to have 
a game of tmseball played on the 
urrounds of the School, between 
team composed of deaf players 
living east of the Mississippi River, 
Hod the other of deaf playirs living 
west of it. Mr. Waller G. Durian 
has offered to serve as manager of 
the Eastern team, and he has select- 
ed Mr. Walter C, Rockwell as 
captain. Deaf tiall players living 
west of the Mississippi are urged 
to form a team opposed to Mr. 
Dorian's, and we hope to see a 
challenfcre arranged between the two 
teams ere long. 

Would it not be well for all 
delegates coming to the N. A. D. 
convention to wear badges, showing 
in large letters the names of the 
Spates from which they camef 
Such a plan was suggested at a 
recent meeting of the local commit- 
tee of arraogementa, "and we hope 
lo see it carried out.

The Obviously Impossibie 

Some years ago two men in the 
oewspaper business here» one of 
them now irrown old in crime and 
stM! living in PLoenix, concocted a

One of them was the 
storv of a peculiar duel between 
two Mexicans. Armed with knives, 
they agreed each to submit to the 
removal of both bands a section at 
a time.

The alMJve provoked the follow- 
ing from Prof. Henry C. White: — 
Henry C. White, a well known 
educator of the deaf and dumb, the 
fimt principal and founder of the 
school in connection with the Uni- 
versity of ArisBona, writing of The 
Republican^ says : *'That editorial of 
your* of'* The Obvloualy Impossi- 
ble^ story of a woman of seventy- 
four years, deaf since feur years of 
age, suddenly bursting all natural 
barriers to talk out loud without 
previous training, strikes me as one 
of the most sensible and clear cut 
ideas coDcerntng speech aud bearing 
I ever aaw io any newspaper. 

*' It makec» me tired to read ^uch 
stories of suddenly acquired speech 
without the aid of hearing, as occa- 
sionally appear in the newspapers 
aii " ve often wondererl at the 
ig. and credulity of refK>rters 

and e^iitors. You are right in say- 
ing that healing is precedent to 
speech. Too many people do not 
ooderstand that a child is dumb be- 
cause be is deaf aud not deaf be- 
caoHe he is dumb. 

*• Now with such a good know 
ledge of the cause and effect of 
dumboeas, I am going to take yon 
to task for not coming out openly 
on the qni^stion of methods when I 
had my differences with Dr. Wilde 
of the university. You know as 
well as I do that hearing Is essential 
to speech, and without it that 
speech is lame and halting. It is 
possible to teach iK>me deaf children 
to talk more or less after a long, 
laborious and expensive process. 
But you know as well as I do that a 
good working knowledge of speech 
la a physical impoMribility la the 
majority of caaes. 

'* Knowing alt this, with your keen 
a/^umen, why did yon not denounce 
the one-sided oral method as a 
fake? That tboffe who profess to 
teach all the dumb to speak are 
fakers and grafters goes without 
aayirii/. for ir f» their notorious

Are You Gains to Hartford ? 
If Not, Why Not? 

President- Wilson sent a peace 
note to the belligerents. The Cen 
tral Powers a«ked for a conference 
The Entente allies stated their 
terms, that werf* too much for the 
Central Powers to accept. 

President Wilson's fond pro 
spects of an early world peace were 
thus smanhed — at least, for the 
present. 

In the middle part of December 
laat, there was a '* peace panic" in 
the stock market, resulting in the 
ruin of many people throughout the 
country and in a peace note ** leak" 
inquiry at Congress. 

Some sensational disclosures were 
made at the *'ieak" hearings. 
What will come out of this is yet to 
be known at the present writing. 

In the first instance, the interest 
in the peace proposal was not only 
nation- wide, but also world-wide. 
Nothing positive came of it, how- 
ever. 

In the second instance, interest is 
nation-wide, but is likely to die 
away in time. 

But— 

The interest in the Centennial 
Celebration at Hartford next sum- 
mer is not only nation-wide, but also 
world-wide. Not only this, but also 
that interest will not wane. It will 
increase a« time passes. To think it 
will wane is simply incredible, for by 
every law of human nature it will 
reach its zenith by the time the cele- 
bration begins. 

Therefore it is natural and fitting 
to discuss the Celebration in its va- 
rious aspects. 

The Celebration *has assumed 
a worldwide importance. There is 
some talk of naming it the World's 
Congress of the Deaf or the like. 

And it certainly deserves to be 
callf^d such. 

If I were asked what in my opin- 
ion offers the greatest attraction to 
the greatest number of deaf*mutes 
in the greatest number of sections 
in this country, I would have 
answered unhesitatingly : 

*'HABTFORD-1017." 

From all sources come the in- 
formation that the westerners, the 
southerners — nay, more, the south- 
westerners, the north westerners, 
and the southeasterners — are keenly 
interested in the Celebration,. We, 
the easterners and the northeastern- 
ers, look on the Great West, the 
Great Northwest, and the Great 
South, with admiration and awe. 
They are full of historical associa- 
tions. They were made by pion- 
eers. Consequently, we can imagine 
with vividity how the people in the 
other sections look on the East in 
general and the Northeast (New 
England) in particular. They know 
that pioneers first touched the 
Eastern shores. 

Just as the East was followed by 
theSontb, the West, and the North- 
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west, so was •* Old Hartford" fol- 
lowed by other schools for the deaf. 
Just as each section of th^ country 
has its own history, so has each 
school for the deaf its own history. 
Of all the histories of the schools 
for the deaf, the history of the 
American School for the Deaf is 
conceded ly the greatest. The old 
main building of the school stands 
a silent and faithful witness to all 
whatever has been and is going on 
in the annals of deaf mute e<lnca* 
tion. It will l>e the Mecca of all re- 
verent deaf-mnte shriners next 
summer: It began with a struggle 
one hundred! years ago; it will end 
in the greatest glory that can ever 
come to any one institution of any 
kind in the country. 

Now, will the Celebration in gen- 
eral, and *• Old Hartford" In parti, 
cnlar, end In gloryf It In nimplyup 
to you The Centennial Celebra 
tion Central Committee and various 
sub-committees extend to every one 
of you an earnest welcome to attend 
the Celebration, and to join the 
e(ioch making period of ** Old Hart- 
ford." 

To come back to the opening of 
this article: Are yon going to Hart- 
ford f If not, why not ? 

If so, why, you'll have the great- 
est time of your life — the greatest 
time that can ever come wlt|!iin a 
generation. For yon can see the 
100th anniversary of *'01d Hart- 
ford" only once In your lifetime. 

By the '^ greatest time of your 
life," etc., I mean Hartford not only 
in its Infernal aspect, but also in its 
external aspect. Many of you, 
westerners, northwesterners and 
southerners, In going to Hartford, 
cannot help passing through New 
York City. You can make a stop- 
over there, if you want, and take in 
all the inter^ting sights in the city. 
For instance, you will feel a thrill 
when you walk along *^ the Great 
White Way" and feel how really 
small you are, as compared with tho 
skyscrapers.

Miss Elizabeth Flschel, who was 
in her seventieth year, and had 
been living here for neatly forty 
years, died of heart disease at half 
past ten o'clock on the night of 
January 9tli, after being confined 
to her bed for but a few days.

Since time during the early hours 
of Monday, morning, January 8th, 
1917 (the exact time treing unknown)

held was that of Treasurer of the 
Pennsylvania Society for the Ad- 
vancetnent of the Deaf, serving for 
five consecutive terms and retiring 
last year to accept the flrst vice 
presidency of the Society. (I^y the 
way, we may add that, without 
wisliingto show in the least any 
disrespect to the paternal head, 
who was educated try the old sign- 
method, his son, wlio is a product 
of \Ue oral method, presents one of 
the best examples of the superior 
ity of the latter method by conirant 
that we have ever otiserved. This 
deaf father may well feel proud of 
the advancement of his sou, and 
we know that his mother was so.) 

Our contact with the deceased in 
her later life had been frequent, 
and it is a pleasure to say that we 
found her at all times the same 
amiable, kind and friendly host, 
that made our visits seem the more 
welcome. She did not appear 
much in public, preferring most 
likely, on account of her advanced 
age, the peare, quiet and comfort of 
her cozy home We can not but 
believe that her character was such 
that she was loved In life, and for 
which now also she is honoreil in 
death ; but she was also known to 
be a most faithful and consistent 
Catholic. 

Although living lieyond the al- 
lotted period of man (69 years and 
about a montii), lier health con- 
tinued fairly good until about two 
years ago, when she accidentally 
slipped on an icy pavement and 
fractured a wrist. That seemed to 
have been the turning point in her 
health, for the injury never healed 
perfectly. She however was able 
to continue her household duties 
limitedly, until about two weeks be- 
fore her death, when a nolicealde 
decline came. Still she could not 
be induced to take to her t>ed, and 
thus, in the stillness of the night 
mentioned, while the other meml>ers 
of the family were sleeping, she 
paNsed oflf to **the land from whence 
no one returneth." 

On Wednesslay evening following, 
her late home, 3737 North Franklin 
Street, was crowded with frienda 
who had some to pay their last 
respects to the venerable lady and 
to f^xtend sympathy to the family. 

The remains were beautifully 
laid oat tn a polished chestnut 
casket with white silk lining, 
surroun<le(i t>y a profuHioii of flowers 
and a pair of massive brans cande- 
labra, each containing twelve can- 
dles.

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A century and thirteen years 
elapsed ThurRday, January 18th, 
since the birth of Benjamin Robert 
Wintbrop, a name that will always 
inspiie the deepest sincerity and 
esteem of every Fanwood graduate. 
Benjamin Robert Wintbrop flguied 
eonspicnously as a friend and bene- 
factor of the deaf of New York and 
of the Institution, during the pro- 
minence of his great philanthropic 
work as> member and then Presi- 
dent of the Board of Directors, 
1SS9-1869. Few names of bis time 
stand out more radiantly than that 
of Wintbrop, who out of love donat- 
ed time, money, and service in his 
interest and for the care of others, 
especially for the deaf pupils of 
Fanwooil. The Institution will 
always b© among the first to remem- 
ber and honor bis name. Accord 
Ingly, in the afternoon. It was high- 
ly appropriate that a pause in the 
day^s work should be made that the 
older pupils and their teachers 
might gather in the chapel where 
fitting exercises were held to comme- 
morate the date. At three o'clock 
the band played the National Salute 
and the colors were presented, 
followed by an address delivered 
by the Principal, who described 
hrK'flv, in his impressive manner, 
Mr. Wrnthrop'rt interest and con- 
nection with the Institution, citing 
many interesting remembrances of 
his kind and lovable character. 
Following the Principal, recollec 
tions were made by Dr. Pox and 
Prof, Jones, who in signs described 
life in the Institution and its ap- 
fK'arance long ago when Mr. Win 
throf) used to visit it. An interest ing 
Hjcidf^nf of these was the time when 
Mr. Wintbrop escorted the Prince 
of Wales, afterward King Edward 
V'll, to the chapel rostrum, where 
F*rof. Jones, then a little fellow, 
was made to recite in the sign 
language to the admiration and 
praise of this distinguished guest. 
Mr. Wintbrop enoonraged many 
other notable visitors to see the 
work of the deaf here. It is recalled 
that one time, when taking one of 
bis walks about the city, he found 
a little homeless and orphan deaf 
tfirl, Hfid, being unable to learn of 
her relatives or identity; brought her 
to the Institution, where he paid all 
her expenses and education, giving 
her the name of Mary Fanwood. 

Another ir of bis affection 

was his adHi for little Minn 

Ida Montgofoeiy, who afterward 
became one of the most loved and 
honored teacherpi here. How touch- 
ing it is that the love and self-sacri- 
ficing spirit of such a great man 
should f'H ' Mm to the last when 
his final was made, not in 

his own DHfiie, l»ui in that of Miss 
Montgomery. The Ida "Montgo- 
mery Tesliinonial was first con- 
ferred upon a male graduate in 
1904, the centeninal of his l)irtb| by 
Egerton L. Winthrop, his son, who 
died last year. It is a prize of 
Sf tollars in gold, and reads: 

}' > In fulfillment of the wish- 

es of Benjamin Robert Wintbrop, 
to be conferred upon such graduate 
pupil who, having become deaf 
prior to th' ' " of 15 years, shall, 
in the j? of the Principal, 

have shown luarked excellence in 
studies, character and manual skill, 
be awarded, etc. That a lasting 
appreciation be made annual to the 
memory of the Winthrop family, is 
but the least humble acknowledg- 
ment of our gratitude. j
